EDITORIAL 



It is at this period of the session that the strain of 
two mouths hard and coutiuuous work is first felt by 
till Undergraduates, and the happy release of the Xinas 
vacation is anxiously awaited. After this period of 
strenuous work, occupying the major portion of the time 
of each of us, we are, unless we have led an extremely 
healthy life, less alert aud less capable of absorbiug the 
large amount of uew matter which is of necessity put 
before us in a College Course. 

Students labour under a great disadvantage, in that 
they are required to do a large amount of brain work, 
whilst living a life which is for most of us, almost no- 
toriously unhealthy, and it is our duty to our Alma 
Mater as well as to ourselves to make the best of the 
opportunities which are offered us of remedying to some 
extent at least, the effects of the sedentary life natural 
to our present vocation. 

First comes the matter of fresh air. It is highly 
important to everyone that they should take full ad- 
vantage of the vitalising and regenerative powers of 
this truly priceless commodity. This we may do to 
some extent by living in well ventilated rooms. This 
however, is not sufficient aud each of us should spend a 
reasonable portion of each day iu the open air. 

Our next consideration of is that of exercise. Many 
forms are open to men who care to take them up, aud 
of these swimming, hockey, basketball, boxing, wrestl- 
ing, gymnastics, aud physical drill, are the ones that 
immediately come to mind. Any of these may be indulg- 
ed iu at little cost either of time or money, and it is 
hardly necessary for us to enlarge upon the benefits 
which are undoubtedly derived from these forms of exer- 
cise. However, the fact remains that only a small pro- 
portion of students do or will avail themselves of these 
opportunities. To these we would say "walk." Walk- 
ing is the finest all round exercise known to man, aud 
when combined with the beneficial influence of fresh air, 
it is well calculated to keep one in good condition. 

The matter of diet is one which does not receive the 
attention it merits. Not only are we dependent on the 
quantity, but also on the quality and nature of the food 
which is used by our bodies to supply the energy neces- 
sary for our many activities. Each individual finds 
from experience that certain articles of diet are suited, 
and others uusuitcd to him, and he should take care to 
see that he obtains the benefit of such experience by the 
choice of suitable food. 

Sleep is another important factor in the mainten- 
ance of health. Again in this case, different individuals 
require different amounts for the preservation of their 
health, and it is only on the personal experience of each 
that any definite rule can be found. However it is safe 
to say that none of us can do with less than six hours, 
and that eight hours is a more suitable allowance for 
the majority. If we reduce this, even for the purpose 
of study, less useful work is actually doue, since the 
efficiency of the brain is inevitably lowered and poorer 
aud slower work results. 

The ftual aspect of the question with which we will 
now deal is the subject of recreation. No one of us can 
afford to live without some of the pastimes or hobbies 
which go so far to make life agreeable, but here again 
we are met with the remarkable divergence of human 
tastes. Perhaps in no way is the disparity between 
different natures better seen than in the different forms 
of amusement which appeal to them most, and it is 
therefore quite impossible to deal in a general manner 
with this subject. But notwithstanding there is no 
doubt that each one of us should see that sufficient 
time is devoted to recreation. 

Thus we have shown that to pass through a session, 
successfully and pleasantly, it is up to each of us 
to see that sufficient of his time, attention aud energy 
are devoted to the various components which together 
make up the true University life.

MINING SOCIETY 

The last of a series of live lectures 
by Dr. .Macrae was given before thé 
Mining Society last night, 

The lecturer first de.lt with the 
Various effects of excessive beat Coin 
monly known as Heat ami Sun- 
strokes. 

These attacks while generally due 
to direct exposure to the Sun's rays 
may sometimes occur while the Pa- 
tient is under cover— for instance 
cases have heen known where men in 
the hospitals have been overcome 
while lying in their beds, 

The chief effects of Heat Stroke are 
insensibility and a very high temper- 
ature— frequently a s high as 109.5'oC 

in discussing the actual meaning of 
the term Sunstroke Dr. Macrae said 
it was impossible to really define it- 
it might be called a ''knock out" of 
the heat regulator in the body —this 
heat regulator being situated s >me- 
wherc in the brain though the pre 
ci se location was uncertain. The 
treatment for these strokes consists 
in cooling off the patient, as soon as 
possible— by placing ice to the bead 
if available ,,r by sousing clothes in 
n cold stream and applying them to 
the back of the bead and forehead. 

The lecturer then dealt with vari- 
ous forms of convulsions— caused by 
poisoning, 

Mut ill any case the symptoms of 
poisoning are sufficiently definite to 
show that the patient is suffering 
from EOme form or another. The 
treatment is very general. It con- 
sists In diluting the acid by pouring 
idl and milk down the throat if the 
patient is conscious, l ut dangerous if 
unconscious as the liquid will pro 
bably find its way down the wind 
pipe.

Yet even Berkley's system is 
divided against itself and cannot 
Stand. His dualism is between con- 
sciousness and Its content. This fea- 
ture of his system is in accordance 
with a theory later elaborated by 
Clifford of a "Mind Stun." By the 
word mind he implies that it. stands 
for an entity. Whereas we must em- 
phatically insist that it stands fora 
function. There is a function in ex- 
perience, which ^thoughts perform. 
That function is "knowing." Con- 
sciousness is supposed necessary to 
explain the fact that. things not only 
are, but are known. 

An undivided hit of experience, tak- 
en In one content of associates, 
ploys the part of a knower, of a 
state of mind, or consciousness. 
While in a different content the same 
undivided hit of experience plays the 
part of n thine known, of an object- 
ive content. In one group is figures 
as a thought, in another group as a 
thing, And since it can figure in 
both groups, pimultaneously, we have 
■•very right to speak of it as subject- 
ive and objective both at once. The 
old dualism as reinterpreted in terms 
of experience, instead of being mys- 
terious and elusive, la comes verifi- 
able .nul concrete. It is on affair of 
relations. It falls outside not In- 
side the single experience considered, 
and c,,n always he particularized and 
defined, 

This thought was Illustrated by re- 
ference to our "perceptual experi- 
ence." The philosophy of perception
